Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Obviousness type double patenting rejection of claim 19 over 
claim 21 of co-pending application 10/673156. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the subscriber in Dobbins 
(US 2002/0029260) does not equate to the "content aware node contained in the transmission path of the content". As cited in the prior 
action, the examiner is equating the subscriber -node- to the contant aware node, not the subscriber itself. Fig. 3A and Fig. 4 show that it 
is the subscriber -node- itself that is being authenticated. Additionally, applicant states that a content aware node is a node capable of 
identifying a content tag and using a content tag to determine distribution restrictions. This limitation is not found in Claim 1 as currently 
presented. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
